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Web site makes schedule 
planning as easy as 1-2-3

“Ok, let's see. | need English 1150, 
Biology 1020, Math 1310 and Spanish 1120. 
But | also work three times a week and | 
have bane practice on Thursday nights. 
Man, putting my schedule together is 
going to be a paint!” 

Sound familiar? Signing up for classes 
when registration comes around can be a 
time-consuming and often confusing 
enterprise. Just when you think you have 
found the perfect schedule, you realize 
that one of the classes you chose is already 
full and another one meets off-campus. 

A few UNO students were fed up 
with the troubles of trying to create the 
perfect class schedule and decided to 
make life easier for themselves and other 
UNO students. 

Students and lecturers of Victor 
software design and 


| implementation class during the 2003 


spring semester designed a Web site that 
makes creating class schedules as easy as 
1-2-3. 

“We've all gone through a lot of 
difficulty determining the _ right 
said Jonathan Vonk, a UNO 


_ undergrad and one of the lecturers of the 
apartments, cars or pets» 


class. “What we wanted to do is create 
something that’s both useful for the 
community and provides experience for 
the students to put on their resume.” 
Vonk and a second student lecturer, 


Stephen Haberman, came up with the idea 
for a site that allows students to put in 
which courses they need or want to take, 
define the search categories, and the 
system automatically puts out all possible 
schedule combinations. The class called 
the site “Project X Class Scheduler,” 
available at www.whatisprojectx.com. 

Students can put in the times when 
they are unavailable to take classes during 
the week, whether or not they want off 
campus classes included in the search and 
any sections they may want to exclude 
from the search. 

The system checks UNO's E-bruno 
once a day for updates on the status of 
courses to check how many scats are still 
open, Vonk said. Schedule results can be 
tailored to list only courses with open seats 
or to list every course no matter if seats are 
still available. 

With the help of the site, students can 
easily find out which schedule best fits 
their needs. 

“Tt takes a lot of the guesswork out of 
it,” Vonk said. 

Even though the class that produced 
the site is over, Project X is still up and 
running smoothly. 

“Tt could continue to run by itself 
indefinitely,” Vonk said. “The system 
continues to update itself without human 
intervention.”

For the last three — years, 
Benjamin-Alvarado was the only 
participant from the United States at 
the conference.

Sexual harassment is not tolerated in classrooms

What constitutes sexual harassment? 
What can you do against it? And how 
liable is UNO in case of sexual 
harassment in the classroom? 

Those issues were discussed at a 
Nov. 17 workshop entitled “Sexual 
Harassment in the Classroom.” Nine 
members of the faculty and staff 
participated in the two-hour workshop, 
conducted by Sharon Ulmar, assistant to 
the chancellor for diversity and equal 
opportunity at UNO. 

Other areas covered were what 
constitutes sexual harassment, elements 
of it, and the roles of faculty and staff

regarding sexual harassment. 

In the workshop, the legal definition 
of sexual harassment was outlined as 
unwelcome sexual advances, request or 
favors and other verbal or physical 
conduct of a sexual nature. 

Connie Sorensen-Birk, an English 
specialist in the Project Achieve office, said 
she was surprised to learn that most cases 
of sexual harassment in schools take place 
notbetween the studentand the professor 
but between students. A study by the 
American Association of University 
Women found that 85 percent of all sexual 
harassment that occurred in the 
classroom consisted of students harassing, 


This has experts like Ulmar } 
concemed. She said it only takes a person 
to be touched once in an inappropriate 
place for it to become a case of sexual 
harassment, which in tum can create a | 
potentially hostile environment. Such an 
atmosphere has the effect of interfering | 
with employment or — academic | 
performance or advancement. 

“The law says that you are not [to] be | 
subjected to that kind of environment. 
You have the right to file or complain,” 
Ulmar said. 

Ulmar said that whether or not 
actions fall under the sexual harassment 
category also depends on the frequency -

Familiar faces have dotted the UNO soccer team’s 
second NCAA Division IE tournament run and their 
quarterfinal opponent is no exception. 

After beating No. 8 Truman State and No. 16 
Minnesota State-Mankato, the Mavericks now have a 
rematch of their 2002 quarterfinal match. 18th-ranked 
Northem Kentucky travels to Omaha with the winner 
advancing to the Final Four in Virginia Beach, Va. 

Maverick Head Coach Don Klosterman said his 
team’s health is satisfactory going into the match. 

“We're fine injury-wise,” Klosterman said. “The 
players are just tired and sore from the last game. That's to 
be expected at this time of the season. The two games at the 
weekend took a lot out of us, so hopefully [Northen 
Kentucky’s] did the same.” 

UNO's path to the 2002 championship match started 
with wins over Mankato in the North Central Conference 
tournament final and an NCAA toumament second round 
win over Truman State.

Despite losing key seniors and over 35 
points per game from last season's lineup, 
UNO women’s basketball Head Coach Lisa 
Carlsen’s cupboard is far from bare. 

UNO was picked to finish seventh in 
the eight-team North Central Conference, a 
conference that has spawned nine of the last 
13 national champions, in the coach’s poll. 

Carlsen, however, said her side is 
aiming much higher. 

“The coaches picked us seventh out of 
eight teams and from an_ outsider’s 
perspective that might look right,” Carlsen 
said. “Our expectations are higher than that. 
We can be better than se were last year. If 
you're at this school and you're not aiming 
for the regional tournament, you're selling, 
yourself short. With the regional tournament 
expanding to eight teams, they'll be looking 
for teams to fill those other slots and they 


co 


could very well take five NCC teams.” 

UNO finished last season with a 12-16 
overall record and a 5-11 record in the NCC, 
finishing fifth. Gone from that roster are Sara 
Peterson, Tanya Hammes and Rachel 
Volnek, who between them averaged 36,7 
points and 17.1 rebounds per game. The 
team returns two starters in’ Lindsey 
Petersen and Shannon Eggers. 

Carlsen said the team’s style of play 
would be very similar to last season's 
approach. 

“If you look at what we have coming 
back, there might be some concern,” Carlsen 
said. “The numbers just aren’t there. The 
team makeup is completely different, but 
we're going to stay pretty close to last year’s 
style of play. Last year’s players have 
improved and the new players have 
progressed further than 1 thought they‘d 
be.”

and severity of the act. Frequency would 
be anything happening on a continual 
basis that is considered to be unwelcome 
by the recipient, whereas severity 
constitutes the harshness of the act. 

Examples include repeatedly asking 
a person out for dates, making, sexual 
innuendos and comments or blatantly 
assaulting someone sexually. 

Other examples of conduct that 
could be considered sexual harassment if 
unwelcome include: touching, patting or 
stroking against a person, telephone calls 
of a sexual nature and direct or indirect 
threats for unwanted sexual activity.
